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Note: For Claim 1 , Applicant argues that Ober does not teach "providing an area management apparatus a capacity reference table in 
which identifications of applications and capacities necessary for storing the applications are storable in relation to identifications of 
application providers". Ober does indeed teach the use of reference table which holds applications as each IC has unique identification 
code, and thus providing features of having identifable features, and preventing unauthorized algorithms to be be downloaded (Ober, Col 2 
Lines 64-67). 

Applicant argues that Ober does not sent an instruction including space capacity determined to be reserved for application. Ober does 
indeed teach on how the system is able to request space and make space for the application (Ober, Col 2 Lines 49-52) 
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
